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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8-10 and 14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

ASTM standards are claimed. It is not clear how these standards further limit the 
apparatus and method claims since no apparatus/methods limitations are claimed to 
achieve the standards. Furthermore, the ASTM standards are vague and indefinite 
what characteristics are intended. It is possible the particulars of these standards may 
change at some point in the future. Applicants' are encouraged to claim the pertinent 
conditions of these standards. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 
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2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over WO 
01/46683 alone or in view of Campbell et al. (USP 4,123,467). 

WO 01/46683 teach a method and apparatus for the determination of total 
nitrogen using a mass flow controller, a dehydrator, a catalytic combustion system and 
an electrochemical detector. The system is taught as operating at between 900 and 
1600 degrees C. WO 01/46683 is silent to the use of the graphite catalyst. 

The court decided In re Boesch (205 USPQ 215) that optimization of a result 
effective variable is ordinarily within the skill of the art. A result effective variable is one 
that has well known and predictable results. The selection of a catalyst is a result 
effective variable that has the well known and expected results of catalyzing the 
reaction. 
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It is well known in the art that graphite is a good catalyst. It is inexpensive, 
readily available, non-toxic, chemically inert and provides a good surface area to 
catalyze reactions. 

It would have been within the skill of the art to modify WO 01/46683 and use a 
graphite catalyst to gain the above advantages and as optimization of a result effective 
variable to achieve the well known and expected results of catalyzing the reaction. 

Cambell et al. teach in column 2 lines 32 that graphite is a well know component 
of a catalyst. The graphite catalytic composition is advantageous because less of the 
expensive catalyst is needed and the graphite provides increases surface area to 
promote efficient use of catalyst. 

It would have been within the skill of the art to modify WO 01/46683 in view of 
Cambell and use a carbon catalyst to gain the above advantages and as optimization of 
resulted effective variable.
